yesterday condemned to six 
years 
and eight months’ imprisonment. 


The jury found Charlton only par­ 
tially 
responsible and 
that there 
were extenuating circumstances. 


Owing to amnesty, ( ’harlton will 
serve 
only 
twenty-nine 
days 
in 
prison. 


Charlton, under the verdict, bene­ 
fits by the time he has been under 
restraint ai d in addition a year is 
taken off the s entence under the a m ­ 
nesty for all offienses committed be­ 
fore Italy entered the war. 


Even 
though 
In* 
was 
greatly 
pleased over the verdict of the court 
and viewed with pleasure his ap­ 
proaching liberation 
from custody, 
Charlton maintained his 
usual re­ 
strained and almost passive attitude. 
He thanked all those about him for 
their eongri tulations. 


Charlton said that after his re­ 
lease lie w< uld return to tin* United 
States and join his family. 
Before 
departing, however, he said he would 
visit and personally thank friends in 
Como who 
had by 
their kindness 
lightened tl e hours of bis captivity 
md especially Ambassador Thomas 
Nelson Page, who, as the representa­ 
tive of the American government had 
seen that his legal rights were ob­ 
served. 


Baron 
Seiaeea, 
the 
presiding 
judge, before the case went to the 
jury, asked Charlton whether lie had 
anything 
to add 
to tin* 
defense. 
With tears in his eyes, Charlton ex ­ 
claimed: 
“ I trust entirely to Italian 
justice. 
I can only say that 1 am a 
most unfortunate man.” 


Both the prosecutor and the coun­ 
sel for the defense 
made 
stirring 
pleas, the former for the imposition 
of a heavy sentence and the latter, 
compo>ed of Signors Gataneo and 
Miehelli Pi< a r d i . t o r acquittal on the 
ground that the prisoner was totally 
irresponsible when the 
crime 
was 
committed. 
Signor Picard 1 declared 
that 110 man in Charlton’s condition 
could be responsible tor his actions, 
under any law. 


Porter Charlton killed his wife in 
their villa on Lake Como, June 9, 
1919. 
He was 20 years old and she 
many years his senior. 
At the time 
of their marriage, a short time prior 
to the tragedy, she was Mrs. Nellie 
H. Castle, a daughter of Henry II. 
Scott of San Francisco. 
Charlton’s 
father is Paul Charlton, former Fed­ 
eral judge 
of the district of Porto 
Rico. 


Charlton and his bride were on 
their honeymoon 
at 
Lake 
Como 
when he killed 
her. 
Placing 
her 
body in a trunk, he threw it, into 
L ake Como, where it was found by 
a boatman. Charlton fled from Italy 
ar.d returned to the United States. 
He was arrested when lie landed at 
Hoboken and immediately confessed. 
In his confession 
Charlton 
said 
that his wife was subject to fits of 
violent temper and that when en­ 
raged she showered abuse upon him. 
It wim during one of these fits, he 
.-aid. that he seized 
a 
mallet 
and 
struck her a blow on the head, kil­ 
ling her. 
He then put the body into 


the trunk and throw it int. the lake. 
For three years 
( ’harlton 
was 
held prisoner in Jersey City before 
he was returned to Italy for trial. 
Every legal mean- was used in an 
endeavor to keep him 
from 
being 
-ent 
back, the case going even t»> 
the Supreme Court o f the United 
States, which decided that he must 
he extradited. 
During hi- incarcer­ 
ation in New 
Jersey 
a 
board 
of 
alienists examined Charlton and de- 
(dared that In* was <>r unsound mind 
and not responsible for the commis­ 
sion of the crime. 
Since his return to Italy in 1913 
Charlton has been in the jail at Co­ 
mo. 
Hie trial was delayed -overal 
times through the necessity of the 
taking of testimony in the 
United 
States and tin* examination of the 
prisoner by Italian alienists. 
The 
Italian alienists held devergent »»pin­ 
ion- as to whether Charlton was of 
sound or unsound mind. 
The trials began 
5. but was 
postponed until Oct. IS in order to 
give Charlton's lawyer ton to pre­ 
pare the ease. On the 18th the judge 
refused to consent to a motion for 
further postponement, and the case 
was carried t»» it- eonelusion.

Ifot 
animals, as Leuwehnoek'thaught, but 
vegetables, bacteria consist of two 
classes, those -which prey on Jiving 
things and those which reduce to 
their original minerals, Iluids and 
gases, every dead thing -which they 
attack. They are of various shapes, 
round like marbles or straight like 
litle sticks. They grow In clusters, 
chains, and in pairs. 
They are 


ubiquitous. The dusty air, the earth 
and its waters, the interior of ani- 
mals and plants all contain them. 
They cause the fermentation 
of 


foods, they make cheese, they pro- 
duce disease and sonie of them,when 
killed and injected into an 
animal 


protect it against the very disease 
which they would have produced if 
living. Many of them live as harm- 
less creatures in the body of an 
animal for years, only to kill their 
host when the opportunity presents. 
TJieir study has given birth to a sci- 
ence, bacteriology, one of the foun- 
dation stones of public health. 


Their mere presence does not ne- 


cessarily produce disease. Recalling 
the. parable of the sower, some bac- 
teria fall by the wayside, some fall 
Upon stony places, and some fall in 
good ground and bring forth 
the 


fniit.of suffering, perhaps of death. 
A normal, temperate life, free alike 
from the gluttony of idleness or ov- 
erwork, the sound mind in the body, 
a 
cheerful, normal enviimonment, 


these form the stony places in which 
bacteria take no Toot. The deprav- 
ed appetites of mind and body, the 
dark and sordid atmosphere of pen- 
ury, the nerve racking and strength 
undermining trades, these prepare 
tile good ground. 


The great weapon against bacter- 


ia is cleanliness. The mastery over 
premature death lies to a great 
measure in our own hands. Clean 
persons, clean cities, clean work- 
shops and clean lives are the mak- 
ers of public health. The United 
States Public Health Service and 
other sanitary bodies of this country 
arc- gradually bringing these facts 
home to -the general public. In this 
way cleanliness is 
becoming more 


general, and the span 
of life in 


America is gradually being lengthen- 
ed. All of which is largely due to the 
microscope.

—Porter Charlton, the .American 
who has.been on trial here, charged 
with murdering his wife in 1910, was 
yesterday condemned to six . years 
and eight months' imprisonment.

With tears in his eyes, Charlton ex- 
claimed: "I trust entirely to Italian 
justice. .1 can only say that I am a 
most unfortunate, man." 


Both the prosecutor and the coun- 


sel for the defense made stirring 
pleas, the former for the imposition 
of a heavy sentence and the latter, 
composed of Signers Gataneo and 
Michelli Picardi,for acquittal on the 
ground that the prisoner w; 
irresponsible when the1 crime was 
committed. Signer Picardi declared 
that no man in Charlton's condition 
could be responsible ior his actions, 
under any law. 


Porter Charlton killed his wife in 


their villa on Lake Como, June 9, 
1910. 
He was 20 years old and she 


many _years his senior. At the time 
of their marriage, a short time prior 
to the tragedy, she was Mrs. Nellie 
H. Castle, a daughter of Henry H. 
Scott of San Francisco. Charlton's 
father is Paul Charlton, former Fed- 
eral judge of the district of Porto 
Rico. 


Charlton and his hridr" were on 


their honeymoon , at Lake Como 
when he killed her. Placing her 


a trunk^ he threw it into 


Late Como", where it was found by 


boatman.'

be extradited. During his incarcer- 
ation in .-New Jersey a board of 
alienists examined Charlton and de- 
clared that he was of unsound mind 
and riot' responsible for the commis- 
sion: of the crime. 


.Since his return to Italy in 1913 


Charlton has been in the jail at Co- 
mo; The trial was delayed several 
times through the necessity of the 
taking of testimony in the United 
States and the examination of the 
prisoner, by Italian alienists'. 
The 


Italian alienists held devergent opin- 
ions as to whether Charlton was of 
sound'or unsound mind. 


The trials began Oct. 5, but was 


postponed until Oct. 18 in order to 
give Charlton's lawyer tim to pre- 
pare the case. On the 18th the judge 
refused to consent to a motion for 
further postponement, and the case 
was carried to its conclusion.
